picked before the rains came. 
Therefore, if we cut 
down 
this 
present acreage of cotton we might 
be able *to force up the price of the 
present so-called low-grade cotton. 
The difference between much of the 
low-grade cotton and the high-grade 
cotton is the difference between pat 
ent flour and whole-wheat flour. It is 
much a matter of looks. 
So let’s not mine tthe earth 
this 
year with one crop. 
Of course, 
we 
will plant cotton this year, not quite 
as much as last year. 
But if 
we 
plant corn, soybeans, cowpeas, oats, 
potatoes, 
cabbage, 
sw'eet 
potatoes 
and then some more soybeans we will 
have this battle well in hand. 
People are so impatient. 
Cabbage 
plants are very cheap. You can buy 5 
or six thousand for four or five dol­ 
lars. 
Large shipments 
of 
cabbage 
plants were delayed 
recently. 
The 
buyers got impatient 
and 
counter­ 
manded their orders. 
You can plant 
cabbage for a month. 
The food problem is so simple if 
we would only grow the food 
our­ 
selves. 
And we can grow the food. 
Ten acres of good land, well handled, 
can produce enough in these parts in 
one spring and summer to feed fifty 
people for three 
months. Think 
it 
over. 
One cowr on a fair pasture can fur­ 
nish enough fat to supply a family 
of father, mother and four children 
with the amount of fat this family 
needs. 
If we don’t grow some foodstuff for 
stock and men down here this year 
we are going to be in an awful fix 
next year. This carry-over of low- 
grade cotton has got to be digested 
and assimilated. As it is, it is going 
to clog the channels 
through which 
the new7 crop must come to the con 
sumer.

Washington, 
March 
13.—Recom­ 
mendations for meeting the situation 
created by foreign monopolies in rub­ 
ber and other essential 
commodities 
were divided into party channels 
in 
reports given the House today by its 
commerce committe which 
inquired 
into foreign control 
of 
crude 
pro­ 
ducts. 
The majority report urged conser­ 
vation of rubber plantation develop­ 
ment 
under 
the 
American flag to 
combat restriction of rubber growing 
in British territory, with a 
conse­ 
quent advance in prices to American 
consumers. 
Four Democratic members of 
th< 
committee. Representative Raybcurn, 
Texas; Huddleston, Alabama; Shal- 
lenberger, Nebraska, and Parks, Ar­ 
kansas, attacked the majority report 
as indefensible under our existing 
high tariffs”. 
Recommendations of the 
majority 
report submitted by Representative 
Newton, Republican, Minnesota, a;so 
urged 
“ renewed 
watchfulness" 
against foreign controls 
while inde­ 
pendent sources of supply were being 
sought for America. The Phillippines 
were pointed to as art excellent field 
for rubber growdng. 
These views were assailed by 
the 
Democrats as pointing 
toward hov 
cott and retaliation. 
A policy of fair 
trade methods and friendly relations 
must 
be 
developed through mutual 
agreements, the mihority held.

We are going 
to have 
a Mining 
Congress in Memphis this week.

is interesting that a Mining Congress 
is to be held in the South. 
When one 
thinks of the South one’s mind dwells 
on green trees, green grass, tropical 
fruits, cotton, canehrakes, vines and 
a jungle of undergrowth. 
We have been "mining” the earth 
for a long time 
down 
here. 
Our 
methods of agriculture that w'ere so 
destructive to the top soil were called 
"mining”. 
We mined the earth last 
year when we grew cotton and noth­ 
ing else. 
A mine explosion is going to hap­ 
pen to us this year if we grow cotton 
and nothing else. 
There is a lot of low-grade cotton 
on hand. 
A strange thing about this 
low-grade cotton is while it is 
not 
tenderable on contracts it is used to 
beat the price 
of 
tenderable cotton 
down. 
It is bought 
for 
less 
than 
cost and it can be run through a mill 
and made to produce a merchantable 
quality of yarn or cloth. 
The owner of a bale of low-grade 
cotton is told that it is worth little 
and yet the consumer of cotton, when 
he buys a yard of cloth, a bit of cord, 
an automobile tire or even a calico 
dress wil pay just about as much for 
the cotton fabric spun from the low- 
grade bale as he will for the 
same 
fabric made from the bale that was 
picked before the rains came. 
Therefore, if we cut 
down 
this 
present acreage of cotton we might 
be able to force up the price of the 
present so-called low-grade cotton.

The food problem is so simple if 
we would only grow the food

selves. 
And we can grow the food 
Ten acres of good land, well handled, 
an produce enough in these parts in 
one spring and summer to feed fifty 
people for three 
months. 
Think 
it 
over. 
One cow' on a fair pasture can fur 
nish enough fat to supply a family 
of father, mother and four children 
with the amount of fat 
this 
family 
needs. 
If we don’t grow some foodstuff for 
stock and men down here this year 
we are going to be in an awful fix 
next year. This carry-over of low- 
grade cotton has got to be digested 
and assimilated. 
As it is, it is going 
to clog the channels 
through which 
the new crop must come to the con­ 
sumer.
